I'rovided the 
Helm bill becomes a law, the at>- 
proval of the Uovemor will be nec- 
essary before a parole can be issued. 
His consent alao will have to be se- 
cured before a parole violator may 
be returned to tlie |>eniientiary. 

The Senate also passed 111,' Helm 
bill, amending tin- iiuletiTiiiinate 
sentence law. whi«'h recently was 
held to be defective by the Court of 
.\ppeate on the ground that it con- 
ferred Judicial iwwer on tbe Prlaoti 
Commissioners, whose funetlona are 
purely administrative.

To this end Mr. Klllotl would en- 
courape friendlly relations and 
friendly discussion with the public 
lathar than hara eenatant friction. 
Jls ha aaya, throagk laek of com- 
plete information about railways 
there has arisen some nntaKonism 
toward them. On the one hand, 
there is a critical public: on tin- oth- 
er, there are railways "strugKlliiK 
with forces which ara causing rates 
to remain stationary or to decline, 
oausing wagaa to riaa or-to remain 
stationary, bringing damaada fronr 
a prosperous people for IncrnasinRly 
expensive fiiclllties and service, and 
causiuK taxation lo rise at an ularni- 
hiK rate." TheB<' four forces, as 
Mr. miiott acutely points out, are 
all at work reducing tha margin ha- 
twaea toeoma and outgo. Of course 
they make It more and more din- 
rut for the owaora of railway prop- 
erties to keep their lines In suitable 
condition and to obtain a proper re- 
turn. Mr. Klliott admits that rail- 
way utllcers have been less active 
than they should have been in keep- 
ing la touch wtUi tha pabUc. He de- 
fllaraa that railway owaora, ofioara, 
and employees should raaliaa that It 
is necessary to maintain cordial re- 
lations with the public and to kIvo 
full information about the railway 
business. There is plenty of infor-

city. The f)wiiers and chief mann-

"One aays. I have been looking 
at your waKons, and the beds are 
not the rlKbl height from tiie 
ground, and you must change tlieni.

"Another man says, "The lanterns 
your teamsters (arry :iie not suita- 
ble.

"Another says, 'You must not use 
a certain lead horaa any more, be- 
cauaa ha ia not aulted to tha busi- 
ness.' 

"Another says, 'I noticed that you 
v.i-i. latryinK a f;ilf on "no of your 
wapons. In such cases you must pet 
your wagon from the water-front to 
destination within an hour, and it 
must be moved at a speed of not 
losa than tan miles per hour.' 

"Another says, 'In our part of the 
city your wagons must not move fas- 
ter th:in four miles an hour, and > on 
must slop them at every street 
crossliiR.' 

"Another says, 'The city autbori- 
tlea have decided that you naat re- 
duoe all your chargaa twenty-five 
per cent.' 

"And still another says. I repre- 
sent a committee that lias decided 
that your sheds and barns are not 
(if the riKlit type, and you must tear 
them down and build new ones.' 

"Meanwhile some of the stable- 
moa aad othera have come to the 
maaagara and ownera saying that 
they have decided not to do any 
more work unless their iiay is in- 
creased Iwenty-tive per cent. 

".Naturally the owners and I lieu- 
managers are somewhat confused 
and diseeoracad." 

It ia a giava qvaatlon, claims Mr. 
Blllott. whether tha rallwaya can 
continue to meet the demands of the 
people and be the efficient Instru- 
ments that they should l)e if. while 
they are owned by private individ- 
uals, in all important matters of 
management except finance, they are 
practically directed by Uovemment- 
gl authority. Ha adda: 

"I do not wish to be understood 
as meaning that there should not be 
su|>ervi8lon and regulation of the 
great public service corporations ..

Between St. Josepli and Kanaas 
City, the ne.\t day, greater propor- 
tion oi the roads were dragged; the 
soil also being In a llttio bettor con- 
dition for tbo worlr. It wak tat Platto 
coonty, some fifteen milea north of 
Kansas City, that I found a man 
with a seat on his drag. A seat on 
a is a nuisance. I'nleHH a man 

Is an invaliii or inlirni because of 
age, or la a cripple, he caa find no 
excuse for tha aapardoaabla ala of 
attaching a seat to a drag. Good 
work demanda that the driver of the 

drag shall in- on bis feet, ill poKitioil 
to promptly shift liis welglit from 
place to lilace as the exigeni'ies of 
the case reiiuire. Often u shift of 
eighteen inches means success «■< 
failure. The man who taksa pride 
la kto work must stead oa kla foot; 
ko must drive every moment of the 
time; when he wishen to glance 
away, he had belter stop the team.

The man who would weigh noth- 
ing at tte equator would weigh 2on 
pounds at tko polea, with varying 
weiRiiis betwaoa the polea aad the 
eiiuHtor. Thero aro no plaaeta that 
turn 1^ timea aa faat aa the earth, 
but there are smne where the force 
of gravity is entirely different to 
What It la here. On the moon the 
average man would weigh no more 
than ft* peanda. It baa baoa eatlmat- 
ed. and eonid Jamp aa maay toot — 
that la. 50 feet — withont trouble. 
This, however, would happen on 
any part of the moon, not because 
of the rentrifunal lone, as would 
be the caae If we were spinning 
about IS timaa faater, but due to a 
lack of gravttatloaal force on the 
moon. 

Meaauring labor from our preaant 
atandarda, a laborer would have to 

receive enomiolls prices at the poles 
and scarcely anythluK at lie' ei|ua- 
tor, for at tile poles everything 
would be extremely heavy, while at 
the equator a man might pick up a 
email cotUge If ho could get a good 
grip on it, and carry It about. 

To go South under such clrcuin- 
stiinces would mean more than It 
does now, for in the South a man 
would feel light and springy, he 
could walk. . aJl.day without tiring 
and Jump over almoat any obatacle, 
like a tree or a houae, li^ndlng 
lightly.
